Dresser Swears That Spectacular 
Financier Scultled the Ship- 
building Combine, 


‘DUMMY DIRECTORS 
WERE H'RED IN JERSE 


One of These Dummies Didn’t Know 
Location of Bath Iron Works. 
Light Is Turned on the Meth- 
ods of the Men Who 
Launched Combines, 


New York, October 14.—The inquiry 
before a referee into the affairs of the 
stranded shipbuilding combination at the 
instance of the Bondholders’ Protective 


Association Was resumed today and was | 
productive of fresh developments that | 


will claim the attention of the financial 
world and those who follow its for- 
tunes. 

It developed ‘that yesterday D. Leroy 
Dresser, late president of the Trust Com- 
pany of the Republic, who last week di- 
vulged much of the inner history of the 
formation of the combination, made an 
effort to communicate with Charles M. 
Schwab, with a view to obtaining some 
concessions to the Bethlehem steel 
works thet would render easier the 
scheme for. rehabilitating the partly 
wrecked concern. Mr. Schwab declined 
to see Mr. Dresser 

W. D. Guthrie, counsel for Mr. Schwab, 
brought the facts of the incident out at 
the hearing in a series of questions direct- 
ed to Mr. Dresser. His aim was to show 
that Mr. Dresser had sought to plead 
with Mr. Schwab and had threatened to 
make certain disclosures when recalled to 
the stand that would reflect upon Mr. 
Schwaib. Mr. Dresser denied that he had 
gone to plead with Mr. Schwab, or threat- 
en him; for he had no additional in- 
formation to divulge, but had sought to 
approach him in the hope that something 


might be done to save the shipbuilding 
company. 
Wrecked by Schwab. 

Dresser asserted that the shipbuilding 
company had been wrecked because Mr. 
Schwab had withheld the profits of the 
Bethlehem company. This declaration he 
twice spiritedly repeated when, at the 
end of the cross-examination by Mr. 


Guthrie, he was given an opportunity to 
explain. 


Mr. Untermeyer, in behalf of the bond- 
holders, produced two of the resident di- 
rectors, obtained in New Jersey formally 
to carty on the affairs of the shipbuild- 
ing company, but only finished his exam- 
ination of them. He claimed that they 
were merely dummy directors. who voted 
upon questions involving millions of dol- 
lars of the securities of the company with- 
out other information or inquiry than the 
orders of the lawyers of the corporation. 

George J. Daley, one of the New Jersey 
directors, could not tell where the Bath 
fron Works is located, and could not tell 
who paid for the single share of stock 
placed in his name that he might qualify 
as a director. 


Pretty Good Expense Account. 

There was produced and offered as evi- 
dence a memorandum said to have been 
prepared by Colonel McCook and given 
to Mr. Dresser. It contained the figures 
upon which-the Trust Company of the 
Republic undertook the underwriting of 
the shipbuilding company. It is said 
that besides the division of stock detail- 
ed last week by Mr. Dresser there was 
an additional division of money. The 
memorandum shows an allowance for 
“expenses’’ of $200,000 cash, $300,000 in 
bonds, $500,000 in preferred stock and 
$500,000 in common stock. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Unter- 
myer the witness said that six weeks 
ago he saw Mr. Gates and told him that 
if Mr. Schwab would take his grip off 
Bethlehem the shipbuilding company 
would be all right. 

“TIT went to the office of Harris, Gates 
& Co.,"’ he said, “in the interests of the 
shipbuilding company. Mr. Schwab has 
taken this means of putting it before the 
public to show that I was there to plead 
with him. I went there, not to plead 
with him, but to ask him to take his 
grip off Bethiehem. I said that if he 
would give us any decent plan of freor- 
ganization and not the confiscation plan 
that has been proposed, the company 
would be all right. I went over all this 
shipbuilding matter with Charley Harris 
six weeks ago. I told him that the 
wrecking of the shipbuilding company 
was due to Mr. Schwab withholding the 
profits of Bethlehem instead of letting 
them flow into the shipbuilding company 
where they belonged.”’ 


Directors Made to Order. 

Mr. Dresser was succeeded on the 
stand by George P. Daley. assistant 
treasurer of the Corporation Trust Con- 
pany, of New Jersey, and one of the res- 
ident directors in New Jersey of the 
shipbuilding combination. He testified 
that his company made a practice of fur- 
nishing resident 
tions organized in New Jersey, and that 
he and two of his fellow clerks, Messrs 
Newman and Seward, had been made d]- 
rectors of the shipbuilding company. 
He did not know who had asked him to 
act as director, but understood that the 
arrangement was made by Alexander & 
Green with the New York branch of his 
company. He said a single share of 
stock had been bought for him in order 
that he might qualify, but did not know 
who ha&A paid for it or how it had been

Washington, October |4.—Judge Advyo- 
cate General Davis has reported to the 
secretary of war that there were 5,275 
trials by general courtmartial in the 
army during the fiscal year ended July 
30 last, being 36 less than in, the pre- 
vious year. Of tue twenty-seven’ officers 
tried twelve were convicted and of the 
5.23! enlisted men tried 4,828 were con- 
victed. Five officers and three cadets 
were dismissed by sentence, and in three 
cases of officers sentences of dismissal 

were commuted to loss of files.

President Roosevelt Is Putting 


All Federal Qificials oa the 
Hiring Line, 


BUCKEYE STATE BLACKS 
THREATENING TO BOLT 


To Hold Negroes in Line Roosevelt 
Hurries Judson Lyons to Ohio. 
The President Seems To 
Have Become a Most “‘Of- 
fensive’”’ Partisan. 


Washington, October 14.—(Special.)— 
Register of the Treasury Judson Lyons 
has been called on to assist in holding 
the colored voters of the Buckeye State 
in line. Lyons is regarded as the best 
type of negro officecholder under the ad- 
ministration, and he is expected to help 
bring out the full negro vote and save 
the state to the republicans. 

Colonel Dick has not made any claims, 
but he has whipped into line every speak- 
er of prominence in a half dozen states, 
and men who hold jobs under republican 
congressmen are ordered to get out and 
hustle for Uncle Mark. Secretary Shaw, 
other members of the cabinet, and every 
federal official, who is supposed to pos- 
sess vote-getting qualities, are being forc- 
ed into active campaigning, with the 
sanction of President Roosevelt. notwith- 
standing his frequent output of protests 
against pernicious activity by government 
officeholders. No president during the 
past thirty years has equaled Mr. Roose- 
velt or gone to such extremes in forcing 
officeholders tu take the front rank on 
the politica) firing line. 

While president of the civil service com- 
mission he induced President Cleveland to 
approve an order forbidding federal offi- 
clals’' from making _political speeches or 
otherwise taking an active part in party 
politics. Edwin Warfield, now demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Mary- 
land, was at that time surveyor of the 
port of Baltimore, and also a member 
of the democratic state committee. The 
Roosevelt order required him to retire 
from the committee or resign his govern- 
ment office. 

Roosevelt an Offensive Partisan. 

So anxious is Mr. Roosevelt to succeed 
himself that he has put aside his ‘‘per- 
nicious activity’’ theories and is resort- 
ing to offensive partisanship of a brand 
which Jay Hubbell “Blocks of Five Dud- 
ley’ and “Star Route Steve” Dorsey 
would. have shied at. Not only are fed- 
eral officeholders required to go upon the 
stump to support the administration, but 
in Georgta, South Carolina, Florida and 
all of the gowthern states republican ref- 
erees who distribute federal patronage area 
officeholders. Recently recommendations 
have been coming to the.president from 
independent sources in the south and in- 
timations have been made that the presi- 
dent was dissatisfied with those to whdm 
ht had looked for advice in the matter of 
appointments. Secretary Loeb today gave 
out this statement relative to the in- 
timations: 

“The president is much gratified over 
the results of his efforts through his 
advisers in the southern states to give 
the people clean, competent officers and 
the best pOssible service in all the de- 
partments. It is his intention to sustain 
these advisers fully in the future, as he 
has done in the past.”

For hours: the Jun Has Been 


Out but No Verdict Has

CHARGE OF THE JUQGE 
WAS VERY IMPARTIAL 


At Midnight the Jury Reported That 
No Agreement Had Been Reached. 
Many Rumors Are Afioat 
as to How Jury 
Stands. 


Lexington, S. C., October 15.—At 
2 o’clock this morning the members 
of the Tillman jury were reported 
asleep in the court room, which had 
been cleared of spectators for their 
use. 


Lexington, 8. C., October 14.—The clos- 
ing arguments in the case of J. H. Till- 
man were made today and at 1:42 p. m. 
Judge Gary gave the case to the jury. 

The arguments consumed two and &@ 
half days. Senator Tillman, unele of 
the defendant, was present today. Colo- 
nel Croft resumed his argument to the 
jury with the convening of court today, 

d made the closing address for the 
defendant and final appeal for his acquft- 
tal. In summing up the defendant's casé 
he dwelt upon the testimony of wit- 
nesses for the defense relative to the 
position of Mr. Gonzales’ hands as he 
approached Mr. Tillman. He also pressed 
the point that the defendant was to be 
judged in the light of circumstances as 
they appeared to the defendant. 

Colonel Croft also addressed h:mself 
to law points involved.

Giving the Case to the Jury. 

Counsel having concluded, Judge Gary 
immediately proceeded to charge the 
jury. In his charge he defined homicide, 
explaining the different kinds, justifiable, 
excusable and felonious, saying that. fe- 
lonious homicide was either murder or 
manslaughter. Having defined 
aforethought, expressed, and implied, the 
court instructed the jury that the de- 
fendant set up a plea of self-defense 
and that to sustain that plea he must 
satisfy the jury by a preponderance of 
evidence, not beyond a reasonable doubt, 
of four things: 

That he was without fault In bringing 
on the difficulty; that he believed at the 
time that it was necessary to take the 
life of his adversary to save his own 
life, or to save himself from serious 
bodily harm; that a man of ordinary 
firmness, prudence and courage in a like 
situation would have come to the same 
conclusion, and that he had no probable 
means of escape 

Extracts from Judge’s Charge. 

In explanation of what constitutes a 
preponderance of testimony the court 
said: 

“If you put the evidence in favor of the 
plea in one pan of the balance and the 
evidence against the plea in the other, and 
the evidence in favor bears down the eyt- 
dence of the plea, its preponderates or 
outweighs, and the plea is established.” 

Continuing, the court charged: 

“It is necessary for the state to estab- 
lish its case to your satisfaction beyond 
a reasonable doubt, not slight, vague or 
whimsical doubt.” 

Concluding, the court sald: 

“Gentlemen, bring to bear on the case 
your best judgment and find a verdict ac- 
cording to the facts, disregarding any 
outside clamor that too many homicides 
have gone unpunished.”’ ‘

An insurance journal recently published 
the statement that for the past eight 
years the fire insurance companies doing 
business in Columbus have paid $1.16 for 
every dollar's worth of business done 
in this city. The insurance journal in 
question is misinformed. During the 
past eight years, the fire insurance pre- 
miums collected in this city have amount- 
ed to $810,070. The insurance losses, 
according to the official records of the 
Columbus fire department, have _been 
$485,771.31. It will thus be seen that 
the companies have paid back in losses 
59 per cent of the premiums. Add to 
this 35 per cent for expehses and it makes 
a total of 94 per cent which still leaves 
the companies a reasonable profit. It is 
claimed that the losses in Columbus dur- 
ing the past eight years have been heav- 
ier than for any previous series of years 
or even for any previous decade.

It is reported from Washington that 
another blood-curdling case of lese 
majesty has been committed against 
the president. Secretary Shaw is the 
avenging angel to whom is commit- 
ted the work of ripping off the official 
scalp of the offender, who is no less 
& personage than the dignified and 
courtly Judge Henderson M. Somer- 
ville, of Montgomery, Ala., but for 
some years chairman of the general 
board of customs appraisers in New 
York City. 

In the October number of the North 
American Review is an. article by 
Judge Somerville on “Some Cooperat- 
ing Causes of Negro Lynching.” The 
article is really a very colorless state- 
ment of well-known feelings that lead 
to lynching in cases of diabolical 
crimes by negroes against the persons 
of white women in the south, and 
probably would have passed unnotic- 
ed generally but for the war-dance 
over it that has been created by the 
presidential claque around the white 
house. 

What made them mad? Simply the 
remark by Judge Somerville that 
“the disturbing effect of President 
Roosevelt’s attitude toward the negro 
can never be adequately estimated, 
in its retardation of the solution of 
the race problem which is staggering 
American statesmanship,” accompa- 
nied by a mention of the Crum case at 
Charleston. 

Of course, the president got hopping 
mad at that. Coming from a distin- 
guished southern democrat, occupying 
a high non-partisan federal office, the 
charge impacted the president on the 
next to the sorest spot under his shirt.

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blood it is that inexcusable, opetée- 
‘sive and maloaorous Crum case. It 
was a deliberate attempt by him to 
override the rights and inborn feel- 
ings of a city whose people had re-

yelt recognizes the uncalled for af- 
front put on the intelligence and pa- 
triotism of the people of Charleston. 
We have considerately thought his per- 
sistence in the Crum case to be due 
to his pride; to*his unwillingness to 
self-accuse himself by a voluntary re- 
versal of his blunder. But if it be 
true that he has set Secretary Shaw 
the task of finding a plausible excuse, 
based on the article’in The North 
American Review, to remove Judge 
Somerville from office, then all excul- 
patory opinions of the president’s 
action in the Crum case must be aban- 
doned. 

By that punitive act he will get to 
himself the bad eminence of having 
interided, not to honor the rights of 
the negro, but to dishonor the waite 
people whose salt he partly ate and 
rubbed the remainder on the tender 
flesh of their sensibilities. We should 
regret very much to see the president 
descend to any such revenge because 
of his wounded egotism. 

Georgia and Good Roads. 

The recent act of the legislature 
allowing the employment of certain 
convicts by the counties of this state 
for road building is attracting the fa- 
vorable comment of the newspapers 
of the country.

Al) of them are 
in sad need of the benefits resulting from 
good roads throughout their borders. 
Good roads will enhance the value of 
their property, and add largely to the pro- 
ceeds of their industry. * * * Geor- 
gia to be congratulated, not only 
On account of the prosperity she is des- 
tined to achieve, but also because of the 


useful and wholesome example she now 
sets for others. 


These are encouraging and com- 
plimentary words, but they show that 
the legislature acted wisely in enact- 
ing the law in question, and it only 
remains now for the counties - that 
can do so profitably to use their can- 
victs in making good roads to give 
Georgia that prosperity which The 
Post wishes for her. 

Strong efforts are weing made by 
the Greater weorgia association to at- 
tract immigrants .to Georgia. We 
need thrifty, scientific farmers, stock- 
raisers, fruitgrowers, dairymen, truck- 
ers and such as will use their capital 
to enlarge our industries throughout 
the state. But we may be sure that 
neither Georgia nor any other south- 
ern state can attract immigrants from 
prosperous communities possessed of 
good roads to come into our rural re- 
gions where the highways are rough, 
rutty and ruinous to’ vehicles and 
draft animals. 

Good roads are capitalized invest- 
ments and invincible arguments to 
add to the climate, soil and resources 
of our richly endowed commonwealth, 
if we wish to draw to us increased 
and valuable population. 
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“Open Ports’? in Name Only. 

Secretary Hay is justly praised for 
the diplomacy by which he gained the 
signing of the “Chima-American treaty 
lof a week ago, whereby Moukden and 
Ta-Kung-Tao are guaranteed as open 
ports to world commerce, but Ameri- 
can and British merchants who trade 
in the Far East are not sure that more 
than a paper victory has been gained. 

The history of Russian administra- 
tion in the open port of Niu Chwang 
is that of obstruction and oppression 
to those trying to trade with Manchu- 
ria, other than Russian or French mer- 
chants, and these difficulties which 
stop short of denial nevertheless 
amount to that. With Russia sticking 
in Manchuria it is taken for granted 
that international exchanges will be 
no freer in the two new ports than in 
Niu Chwang. In that event the com- 
mercial Uitlanders of civilization out- 
side of Russia will have a Dill of 
rights, but be up against a suzerain 
power that refuses to enforce them. 

The policy of Russia is exclusion. 
She well understands the influence of 
free commerce on the thoughts and 
desires of a child-like race. She does 
not want the Manchurians to know 
any more about civilization, commerce 
and national policies than she chooses 
to teach them. The Manchus are 
wholly subject to the sense of author- 
ity, obeying the power that is Su- 
preme over them, either going to war 
or keeping a stolid peace as they may 
be commanded. 

With the Russian flag up, with Rus- 
siag officers and men ever in evidence, 
and Russian administrators in control, 
the future is evident. The American 
or British merchant may enter his 
goods in the treaty ports, but can he 
get any farther with them? Can he 
escape the profit-killing exactions of 
internal Russian administration?

CANAL TERMS 
OF COLOMBIA 


Provisions of Bill Authoriz- 
ing the President To 
Negotiate. 


Bogota, Colombia, October |4.—The sen- 
ate committee charged with drawing 
up a bill authorizing the president of the 
republic to negotiate a new canal treaty 
with the United States today presented 
the project to the senate, 

It provides that the latter must approve 
or disapprove the extension of the con- 
cession for six years granted to the new 
panama canal company in 1900. If this 
is disapproved Colombia will reimburse 
$7.000,000 to the company with interest 
and will take possession of the canal 
works next year in which case this re- 
public will then be able to negotiate @ 
new treaty with the United States. If 
the extension of the concession is &p- 
proved by the senate the new Panama 
Canal Company will have until the year 
1910 to fulfill its obligations. 

The senate will take up the bill on Mon- 
day. It is pointed out that authoriga- 
tions given to the executive by the senate 
to negotiate treaties are valueless as the 
executive, according to the constitution, 
can negotiate treaties without authori- 
zation from the senate and present them 
to congress for approval and any law 
amending the constitution to this or any 
other effect must be sanctioned by two 
consecutive congresses.

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Inited States Senator Bacon came up 
from Macon yesterday and was among 
the visitors at the horse show last night. 
He leaves this afternoon for Cobb and 
Gordon counties, where he will be the 
guest of friends. 

“I presume there is no doubt about 
congress being called into extraordinary 
session on the 9th of November, although 
there has been no call as yet,’’ he said 
in reply to a question. “I fail, however, 
to sce any good reason, eifher in business 
or politics, for an extra session at that 
time. Such legislation as is necessary to 
give life to the reciprocity treaty with 
Cuba could certainly be enacted at the 
regular session, beginning early in De- 
cember, just as well as at an extra ses- 
sion, which wil] give comparatively few 
working days in advance of the regular 
session. The republican leaders, accord- 
ing to my advices, have not yet de- 
termined in just what shape they will 
bring forward this reciprocity legislation, 
but they were compelled to recognize the 
constitutional right of the congress, not 
the treaty-making power alone, to make 
changes in the tariff laws. At first they 
declined to recognize this, but when they 
found they could not secure the ratifica- 
tion of the reciprocity treaty, if they 
persisted in an attempt to carry through 
their original plan to ignore the house of 
representatives, they promptly capitulat- 
ed. Whether they will be able to avoid 
a repetition of their experience when their 
party in the house split over the first 
Cuban tariff bill is impossible to say; that 
will depend on whether they have suc- 
ceeded in whipping their so-called ‘“In- 
surgents’ into line. I think the probahil- 
ity is they have done this.”’ 

It will be recalled that Senator Bacon, 
as one of the leading democratic mem- 
bers of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, led the fight for the preservation 
of the constitutional rixsht of the 
of representatives in tariff legislation. The 
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constitution provides that all such leg- 
islation shall be enacted by the congress, 
and under this leadership the democrats 
took the. position that this principle would 
be overthrown if the treaty-making 
power of he goVernment—the president 
and the senate-—-were to be gllowed to 
make changs in the general traiff law 
of the country. So ably was this view 
presented the republicans finally conceded 
that the democratic contention Was right 
and added to the Cuban treaty the provi- 


sion that it should become effective only 


after action by the congress. 

With regard to the work of the r@ular 
session, Senatcr Bacon said: ‘“‘Bome very 
important matters will come before con- 


‘gress—matters that are bound to have a 


bearing upon the politics of the future. 
We are going to hear a great deal about 
the tariff befere the next presidential 
election. The republicans themselves ac- 
knowledge that changes should be made 
in the present tariff schedules, particular- 
ly in those which permit the great trusts 
to sell their products abroad cheaper 
than they can be purchased by the home 
consumers, and yet. for political purposes 
they are raising the cry that such changes 
cannot be made until after the presiden- 
tial election, 

“If the present law gives rise to these 
evils, which the republicans themselves 
acknowledge, each day's delay of tariff 
reform places additional burdens upon the 
American consumers. Why, then, the 
country will ask, should there be delay in 
remedial tariff legislation when the re- 
publicans control both branches of con- 
gress and have the power to make the 
changes whtich they admit should be 
made? The demand for such legislation 
is growing so rapidly that the republican 
leaders are scared by it; will not their 
failure to legislate at the coming 
sion be taken by the country as evidence 
of the speciousness of their promises that 
they will give tariff reform at any time, 
and will not such faiiure serve to im- 
press the voting masses with the fact that 
the only chance to secure relief by the 
reform of the present tariff abuses is 
through placing the democratic party in

Citizens Were Complaining. 

The matter of the asphalt paving on 
Pecachtree street was brought to the at- 
tention of Mayor Howell several t#mes 
during the past few days. Those who 
ride on the street cars have complained 
that they do not know where to wait 
for the trolleys because of the fact that 
instead of going out Peachtree street 
‘the cars traverse circuitous routes. The 
‘merchants along Peachtree street have 
complained because they believe there 
shas been unnecessary delay. This, they 
@aid, injured their businesses and occa- 
sioned Joss of profits. The managers of 
the Southern Interstate fair eniered a 
protest, declaring that the condition of 
Peachtree street, the main thoroughfare 
to the fair grounds, injured the fair. 

Yesterday morning Mayor Howell de- 
cided to take some action. He sent for 
Chief Engineer Clayton and had a talk 
with him. As a result of this conference, 
the mayor sent for President Arkwright 
and Vice President T. K. Glenn, Of 
the Georgia Railway and Ejectric Com- 
peny, who stated that the slowness of 
the work was no fault of theirs. Later 
during the morning Mayor Howell sent 
fer Colonel Park Woodward, the general 
manager of the water works department}, 
and consulted him about the condition 
of the mains and the work of tapping 
cn Peachtree street. 

Upon ail of these gentlemen the mayor 
urged a better exhibiton of energy. He 
told them of the complaints that had 
reached him and requested them to give 
the asphalt company all possible aid in 
completing the work of laying the new 
paving as.soon as possible. 


What Mayor Howell Says. 

Mayor Howell was asked last evening 
for a statement regarding the confer- 
ences held by him. 

“T am sure,” he said, “that the work 
Will now be pushed as much as possi 
ble. When the complaints reached me T 
fent for the interested gentlemet and 
talked with them. They all admit that 
the work has not progressed as rapidly 
as it should have, I believe the trouble 
to have resulted from the fact that sev 
eral sets of men are working on the 
Street at once. It is always difficult 
under these circumstances to make them 
work together. Everything will he ail 
right now, I believe. I do not antici- 
-Pate any further trouble.” 

Mr. Arkwright. of the street railway 
company, was found at his office Juring 
the afternoon. He was asked if the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Companv 
had beer responsible for the delay in 
Paving the street. 

“I fail to understand,” he said. ‘how 
anyone can believe that we are respon- 
sible for the delay in paving the street 

“It certainly isn’t our fault because 
our tracks are down on one side of the 
Street from Ellis street to Auburn avenue, 
“nd the asphalt company can lay the 
Paving there as soon as it wants to so 
far as Wwe are concerned. On the other 
Bide of the street our tracks are dowr 
With the exception of the block from 
Broad to Houston street.

two or three days on a tour of inspection 
of the property, arrived in Atlanta last

S. M. Inman; one of Atlanta's best 
known and most prominent citizens and 
a director of the Southern, accompanied 
the party and made the necessary 4r- 
rangements for the brief stay in Atlanta. 

The party came in on a special train 
which was placed on the sidetrack just 
east of the union depot. 

President Spencer, the directors, officials 
of the road-and others in the party will 
gpend the morning inspecting the South- 
ern's terminals and shops in Atlanta, and 
the site of the new passenger depot at 
Mitchell street and Madison avenue. The 
trip over the property will be made by 
the use of an engine and coach, and 
when that is concluded the~party will 
take carriages and drive to the capitol, 
where they will call on Governor Terrell 
at noon, 

At 12:30 President Spencer and party 
will meet a large number of Atlanta’s 
business men in the office of Mayor How- 
ell., This meeting was arranged at the 
suggestion of Mr. Inman, who wired 
Mayor Howell that the party would be 
here today and expressed the view that 
Mr. Spencer and the other officials of the 
road would enjoy a better acquaintance 
with Atlanta’s business men. Secretary 
Walter G. Cooper, of the chamber of 
commerce, yesterday sent out postal 
cards to the 300 or more members of 
that hody, inviting them to be present in 
the mayor's office at the city hall to meet 
the officers and directors of the Southern 
railway. Mayor Howell extended simi- 
lar invitations to the members of coun- 
cil and such others as they might desire 
to ask to be present. The meeting will 
be entirely informal, and no unusual sig- 
nificance aftaches to it. 

A Tour of Inspection. -

Any 
way, it is just like the pot calling the 
kettle black for any one of.us to lay 
the blame on the other fellow. We have 
been delayed some, I expect, in trying 
to keep the street open. You know, we 
finished up a place leading from Pryor 
street into Peachtree in order to give ve- 
hicles a passageway through. We also 
finished up as far as Forsyth street 
in order to open that street. 

“I do not want to lay the blame on 
the street car company, and yet it is a 
fact that we can work much more quick- 
ly on streets that do not have street car 
tracks on them. This, of course, is a re- 
sult of trying to keep the street cars 
running on one track. I do not mean to

working. Mr. Arkwright is right when 
he says that he has finished up one en- 
tire side of the street. We kept right 
behind him for a time, and then we be- 
gan having trouble with the curbs, which 
had to be reset.

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“Then, finally, the water began backing 
up on us in the street, and we discovered 
that a sewer was in bad shape.

FRUM HORSE SHOW S00K 


Events of the Past Recalled by the 
Scenes Where the Equine Reigns 
as King—Detail of the 
Evening’s Entries.

The Atlanta Horse Show—its book. 

That’s the kind of book plate that ap- 
peared on the fiy leaf of the Coliseum 
at Piedmont park last evening.

A Brilliant Scene. 

The opening night was more or less like 
varnishing day and every one knows 
that some chamges have to be made by 
the hanging committee after that event. 
But there is nothing left for improve- 
ment at this particular time. The artists 
are here. The judges are here. And the 
pictures are al] in. 

“The Song of Society.” 

This is the caption to the second car-

The jumpers o7 these society 
folk constitute principally Tuxedos and 
top coats of a blackness that would be- 
come conventionally monotonus if it were 
not for the versatility of colored com- 
position offered in the gowns that are 
thrown effectively to the foreground.

Clellan, Mr. Grout and Mr. Fornes re- 
sponded briefly in acceptance of the nom- 
inations. John A. Mullay, assistant cor- 
poration counsel, notified the borough and 
county candidates 

President R. Fulton Cutting, of the Cit- 
izens’ Union, has issued appeal] for 
funds to carry on the campaign for May- 
or Low’s réelection, which he says must 
not be allowed to collapse, 

Teader Charlies F. Murphy, 
many hall, said, when shown Mr. Cut- 
ting’s statement, that he thoughi the 
fusion movement had already collapsed. 

Mr. ‘Murphy then exhibited a letter 
asking for funds for the Citizens’ Union 
and bearing the signature of Russell 
Bieecker, as chairman of the campaign 
committee. 

Mr. Bleecker is secretary of the dock 
commission and Mr. Murphy claimed that 
the letter is in this respect in violation 
of the law. 

Georgy B. McClellan, democratic nomi- 
nee for mayor, refused today to address 
the big mass meeting of Brooklyn dem- 
oorats scheduled to be held in the Acad- 
emy Of Music, Brooklyn, on ‘October 20, 
unless the nominations of Grout and 
Fornes are indorsed in Brooklyn as wel) 
as his own. Mr. McClellan had heen 
Invited by John L. Shea, of Brooklyn, 
to address the Brooklyn meeting Mr. 
Shea refused to agree to Mr.. McClel- 
lan’s stipulations, Shea ts Hug Me- 
Laughlin’s lieutenant in the Brookiyn de- 
moceracy. 

Tammany Hall was thronged tonight at 
the first great meeting of the campaign 
held to ratify 
and nominations. 

Former Comptroller Theodore W. My- 
ers in the course of his address paid a 
high tribute to his successor in office, 
Mr. Grout, to whom and to President 
Fornes an enthusiastic welcome was ac- 
corded as they appeared on the plat 
form. 

After the passage of the customary 
resolutions former United States Senator 
Charles A. Towne was introduced as the 
first speaker. Mr. Towne argued that 
non-partisan government was a failure.

Prison Cemmission Will Open 
Dds at Noon Today, 


There Are Many Who Want To Se- 
cure Convict Labor—Price Will 
Go Above $200 Per Year 
for Each Man. 


Bids for the use of the labor of some 
1,400 or more felony convicts wif be 
opened and considered by the prison 
commission at noon today. 

The indications are that the state will 
receive considerably more than $200 @ 
year for each able-bodied convict. Ac- 
cording to reports at the capitol yerter- 
day some of the bids are likely to go 
over $210, and perhaps as high as $220. 
Of this, however, nothing definite will be 
known until the bids are opened. At 
any rate there is no doubt that the state 
will receive more than double the 
amount paid for the work of the con- 
victs under the present contracts, which 
averages $10 per man. 

There were umerous bidders around 
the capitol yesterday, some of them rep- 
resenting new contractors, or those who 
have not heretofore employed convict 
labor. This is an indication that there 
will be a lively competition for the men. 


~Only about half a dozen bids were placed 


in the hands of the commission yester- 
day, however, and indeed it was expect- 
ed that tue great bulk of them would 
come in today just before the noon 
hour. 

Indications paint to the fact that all 
of the short term convicts, that is those 
whose terms are five years or less, will 
be takén by § the 
which have applied for convicts to work 
on the public roads under the new act. 
This means there will be about 700 less 
convicts whose labor may be leased un-. 
der the new act to. private parties. 
Chairman J. 8. Turner said yesterday it 
looked as if all of these short term con- 
victs would be taken by the counties 
that have made application for them. 
The result will be those who want the 
labor of the remaining convicts will have 
to bid pretty sharply for it. 3 

It is evident that there will not be as 
much to be made out of the leasing of 
convict labor this time as was the case 
five years ago. Some of those who se- 
cured convicts then, sublet them at a 
greatly-advanced price, and in some in- 
stances got as high as $240 a year for 
them. This time it seems the state will 
get the advantage of the increase.

General Thruston Explains it 
to the Army of Cum- 
beriand, 


Washington, October 14.—Votes of 
thanks to General H. V. Boynton, secre- 
tar yot the ‘Chickamauga park commis- 
sion and corresponding secretary of the 
Society of the Army of the Guameraa®, 
fand to General Charles Grosvenor, 0 
Ohio, for their services in connection with 
the military park at Chickamauga were 
the features of the first session of the 
thirty-first reunion of the Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland, which was held 
at the Shoreham hotel today. This re- 
union is one of the events preliminary to 
the «unveiling of the Sherman statue on 
Thursday afternoon, and veterans from 
many states are in attendance. 

At the afternoon session Genera) Henry 
VY. Boynton, of Washington, was elected 
president of the society. Among the other 
officers elected were: Vice president, 
Alabama, Colonel M. D. Wickersham; 
Georgia, Major Georggj 8S. Daxis; Tennes- 
see, Major W. J. Coburn, and Kentuvky. 
Captain John Speed. 

The next meeting will be held in In- 
dianapolis during Chickamauga week. 

Tonight a public meeting of the society 
was held, which was largely attended. 

The oration of the oceasion was deliv- 
ered by General Gates P. Thruston, of 
Nashville. General Thruston devoted his 
paper largely to a discussion of the num- 
ber of men who had been engaged on the 
federal and confederate sides during the 
war. The available fighting forces on 
the federal side, he said,- was about 
1,200,000 or 1,300,000 men, or about 60 
to 65 per cent of the enlisted strength. 
He asserted that the confederate forces 
did not number over one-half as many, 
perhaps, much less than one-half; but 
that owing to their railroads, interior 
lines and defensive advantages, the con- 
federates were able to bring equal or 
nearly equal forces into battle in the 
great engagements of the war. General 
Thruston asserted the census of 1860 
and 1890 showed that the confederates 
must have had an available -force of 
600,000 and an enroliment of about 1,000,-. 
000 soldiers.

The advance is the third since Feb- 
ruary and diamonds were then selling 
higher than they have been at any time 
since the cOnsoOlidation of the South 
African mines in the seventies.

MISSIONS FOR 
_ RACE PROBLEM 


Plan for Solution Is Sug- 
gested at Meeting of 
Methodists. 


Philadelphia, October 14,—Three inter- 
esting meetings were held today by. the 
Eastern Missionary convention of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, in the Acad- 
emy of Music. Bishop Cyrus D. Foss, of 
this city, presided at al] three sessions. 

One of the principal addresses was that 
of the Rev. Dr. H. K. Carroll, assistant 
corresponding secretary of the mission- 
ary society, who spoke on home missions. 
He devoted much of his address to the 
negro question, and gave it as his opinion 
that in Christian missionary work at 
home flies the solution of the race 
problem. , 

“The black man has claims upon us to 
which we cannot be indifferent,” he said. 
“He constitutes more than one-tenth of 
our population, and he is not dying out 
like the red man nor committing suicide 
like the white man, but is increasing and 
multiplying.”’ 

He believed that the gospel was not 
only the surest, but the cheapest way in 
the end of solving the+race problem, 
“for where men can say as Christians, 
‘we are brethren,’ -no police power,” he 
added, ‘‘will be necessary to constrain 
them to Gwell in peace and unity.” 

Rey. E. J. Helms, of Morgan Memorial 
church, Boston, also spoke on home mis- 
sions. He declared that trades unions 
should be Christianized. “If we were 
wise,” he said, ‘“‘we should see to it that 
from our schools and seminaries every 
year we would send missionaries into 
these great labor organizations to make 
them Christian. Here is open a wonder- 
ful opportunity to whieh the church thus 
far has been blind.”’

ONE LOST LIFE: 
THE OTHER NOSE 


Bloody Fight Between Two 
White Men Near Wetump- 
ka, Ala, 


Montgomery, Ala., October 14.—(Spe- 
cial.j—Harry Newton, an _ ex-convict, 
killed Sam Lacey, at Wetumpka, last 
night by splitting his head With 
an aX. ‘ 

The particulars of the killing ar2 that 
on last evening Sam Lacey and Harry 
Newton, both white men, were eating 
supper at the house of Newton, on the 
Cromelin plantation, which is about 3 
miles from Wetumpka. Both men in- 
dulged too freely in liquor and became 
intoxicated. Then a fight was startcd. 
Lacey beat Newton up unmercifully, and 
bit off his nose,’ After fighting for some 
(ime Newton got his shotgun and tried 
to use it on Lacey, shooting at him four 
times, but Lacey evaded the shots by 
holding the gun. All the while both men 
were bleeding freely. Newton managed 
to knock Lacey down; then he got an 
ax and split Lacey’s head open. Newton 
then went to H. L. Lancaster’s house, 
who is probate judge, and told hii sub- 
stantially the above story of tho Killing. 
The judge doubted his story, as it is 
said the man was drunk, and told him 
to go on home. | 

On investigation this morning, Lacey’s 
body was found just as Newton said it 
would be with his head split open. A 
search for Newton was then begun, but 
he could not be found. Bloodhounds from 
the state penitentiary at Wetumpka were 
secured and are now on his trail. It is 
thought Newton wif come back and give 
himself up. 

Newton is about thirty years old anda 
Lacey about forty. Newton was convict- 
ed in Tuscaloosa on May 4, 1898, for mur- 
der and sentenced to ten years in the 
penitentiary. He cut a northern man all 
to pieces for cursing him. He stated at 
the time of his arrest that he was a 
bookkeeper at Fort Worth, Tex. Gov- 
ernor Jelks paroled him on September 16, 
1902, and pardoned him on September 3, 
1903.

Chicago, October 14.—‘‘Give to our peo- 
ple something that will concentrate their 
common affection and solicitous care, and

Suspicion pointed to Jackson 
and when he was arrested a lynching was 
Narrowly averted. His trial quickly fol- 
lowed and a verdict was returned within 
two hours. He was sentenced to be 
hanged, but his attorneys appealed to the

live honestly, attend worship regularly, 
and contribute liberally to church sup- 
port. In complacent satisfaction, and cer- 
tain of their respectability, they do not 
care to hear sermonizing concerning the 
sinfulness of human nature, on the wrath 
to come; and if, haply, they are some- 
times roused by the truths of vital Chris- 
lanity, they soon relapse again to their 
tranquil and easy condition of listiess- 
ness." 

A habitual associate of civic indiffer- 
ence, likened unto a smooth, insinuating 
confgence operator, is the appeal to ad- 
miration of the flight of the American ea- 
gle, which is accompanied by assurances 
that no tempestuous weather can ever 
tire his wing. Why disturb ourselves 
about public affairs? this confidence op- 
erator argues with the peaceful and con- 
tented citizen. The indifference of those 
who should give practical evidence of 
$00d citizenship invites the “stealthy ap- 
proach and the pillage and loot of the 
forces of selfishness and greed. These 
baleful enemies of patriotic effort will 
lurk everywhere as long as human nature 
remains unregenerate; but nowhere in the 
World can they create such desolations as 
in free America, and nowhere can they so 
cruelly’ destroy man’s highest and best 
aspirations for self-government. It is 
useless for us to blink the fact that our 
scheme of government is based upon a 
close interdependenée of interest and pur- 
pose among those who make up the body 
of our people. Let us be honest with our- 
selves. If our nation was built too much 
upon sefitiment, and if the rules of pa- 
triotism and benignity that were follow- 
ed in its construction have proved too 
impractica), let us frankly admit it. But 
if love of country, equal opportunity, 
and genuine brotherhood in citizenship 
were worth the pains and trials that gave 


them birth, and if we still believe them to | 


be worth preservation, and that they 
have the inherent vigor and beneficence to 
make our republic lasting and our people 
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national sentiment is threatened with ut- 
ter perversion. Al] sorts of miseoncep- 
tions pervade the pwhblic thought, and 
jealousies rapidly taking on the cum- 
plexion of class hatred, are found in 
every corner of the land. A new mear- 
ing has been given to national prosper- 
ity. With a hardihood that savors f 
insolence, an old pretext, which has pre- 
ceded the doom of ancient experiments 
in popular rule, is daily and hourly 
dinned in our ears. We are told that 
the national splendor we have built upon 
the showy ventures of speculative wealth 
is a badge of our success. Unsharing 
contentment is enjoined upon the masses 
of our people; and they are invited, tn 
the bare subsistence of their. scanty 
homes, to patriotically rejoice in their 
country’s prosperity. This is too wun- 
substantig] an enjoyment of benefits to 
satisfy those who have been’ taught 
American equality; and thus has arisen, 
by_ a perfectly natural process, a dis- 
satisfied insistence upon a better distri- 
bution of the results or our vaunted 
prosperity. 
Labor and Capital. 

“We now se its worst manifestation in 
the apparently incorrigible dislocation of 
the proper relation between labor and 
capital. This of itself is sufficiently 
distressing; but thoughtful men are not 
without dread or sadder developments 
yet to come. There has also grown up 
among our people a disregard for the re- 
straints of law, and a_ disposition to 
evade its limitations, while querulous 
strictures concerning the action of our 
courts tend to under mine popular faith 
in the course of justice; and last, but by 
no means least, complaints of imaginary 
or exaggerated shortcomings in_ vcr 
financial policies, furnish an excuse for 
the fiippant exploitation of all sorts of 
monetary nostrums, 

“T hasten to give assurance that I have 
not spoken in a spirit of gloomy pes- 
simism. I shall be the last of all our 
people to believe that the saving grace 
of patriotism among my countrymen is 
dead or will always sleep. I know that 
its timely revival and activity mean the 
realization of the 
free nation. I have faith that the awak- 


loftiest hopes of a 


itory of benefits which, in equal current 
and volume, should flow out to all the 
peoztle. This creed should teach the 
wickedness of attempting to make free 
opportunity the oceasion for seizing espe- 
cial advantages, and should warn against 
the danger of ruthless rapacity. It should 
deprecate ostentation and extravagance 
in the life of our people, and demand 
in the management of public affairs sim- 
plicity and strict economy. It should 
teach toleration in all things save dis- 
honesty and infidelity to public trusts. It 
should uphold the interests of labor and 
advocate its fair treatment, but should 
sternly forbid its interference with those 
contented with their toil. and its attempt 
to. force compliance with its demands 
by violent disturbances of peace and 
good order. It should recognize in the 
wide distribution of capital and indus- 
trial enterprises the best assurance of 
intelligent, wholesomely interested polit- 
ical conduct, and should condemn uf- 
hecessary, unnatural and_ speculative 
combinations in trade or enterprise as 
teaching false business lessons and put- 
ting consumers at their mercy. 


Common People and Finance. 

“Tt should insist that our finances and 
currency concern not alone the large 
traders, merchants and bankers of our 
land, but that they are intimately, and 
every day, related to the well-being of 
our people in all conditions of life; and 
that, therefore, if any adjustments are 
necessary, they should be made in such 
manner as shal] certainly maintain the 
soundness of our peoplée’s earnings and 
the security of their savings. It should 
enjoin respect for the law as the quality 
that cements the fabric of organized so- 
ciety and makes possible a governnmient 
by the people. And in every sentence 
and every line of this creed of good citi- 
zenship, the lesson should be taught that 
our country is a beautifu] and productive 
field to be cultivated by loyal Americans, 
who with weapons near at hand, whether 


they sow and reap or whether they rest,. 


wil] always be prepared to resist thos® 
who attempt to despoil by day or pilfer 
in the night.

Adopt a Treaty of 
Arbitration. 


London, October 14, 12:55 P. M.—The 
arbitration treaty between Great Britain 
and France was signed here today by 
Foreign Secretary Lansdowne and the 
French ambassador, M. Cambon. 7 

The text of the treaty is as fol- 
lows: 

“The government of the French repub- 
lic and the gevernment of his Britannic 
majesty, signatories of the convention, 
concluded at The Hague July 29, 1899, 
for the peaceful settlement of interna- 
tional] disputes. Considering that by ar- 
ticle '9, of that treaty, the high con- 


all cases in which they shall consider 
it possible to submit thereto, have au- 
thorized the undersigned to agree to the 
following provisions: 

“Article |. Differences of a judicial or- 
der, of such as to relate to the interpre- 
tation of treaties existing between the 
two contracting parties, which may arise 
between them and which may not be 
possible to settle by means of diplomacy, 
shall be submitted to the permanent 
court of arbitration, established at The 
Hague by the convention of July 29, 1899, 
on condition, however. that they do not 
involve either vital interests or the inde- 


| pendence or honor of the two contracting 
| states, and that they do not affect the 


interests of a third power. 

“Article 2. In each particular case the 
high contracting parties, before address- 
ing themselves to the permanent court 
of arbitration shall sign a special) ar- 
bitration bond setting forth clearly the 
subject under dispute, the extent of the 
powers of the arbitrators and the details 
to be observed as regards the constitu- 
tion of the arbitral tribuna! and the proce- 
dure. 

“Article 3. The present arrangement is 
concluded for a term of fiye years from 
the date of the signature.
